berwaehungsstelle, his mission being to discover hidden foreign I 

currency. His best friends were the brothers Rudl and Oskar BIABCRKE 
were also with the Abwehr in Munich, 

About July 1942 after a controversy with the Ab^hr 
SCBWMM5 and the BLASCiKS brothers left the service, SCIFOTI) went 
to Bauptsturmfuehrer GO 121, head of SD Amt VI, Munich, and offered 
to ijrark for Amt VT but OOPS refused to employ GODS was j 

replaced In 1948 by DAUSIR and In the beginning of 1943 SGHWERD with

In the beginning of 1943 Oberstttrafuhrer OHOIBEI, Amt VI, 
Berlin, and SCHWSRD asked BAUSIH to find someone who could be used to' 
sell Inglish pounds for foreign curronoy, GHOlBlL hinted hat they | 
were forged pounds and that It was a oounter»m®asure to be taken 
against the fake money and ration coupons that had been dropped by 
the Inglish in Holland and Belgium. The plan was called Aktion I, 

SCEWSMD and CAUSER could find no one suitable for the job 
in the Afflt VI Munich office. Through hi s, secretary Bertha Von 
BKREMSTIIM, CAUSER HAD MET George SHTZ, a Jew whose papers were not 
in order with the police, PAUSSR put pressure on BP1T2 and SPITZ j 
agreed to work for CAUSER, | 

CAUSER cays that the Eijgiish banlcnotes ware brou^t into j 
•the Amt VI office by SCBV/l!fC and the BlASGEKS brothers in suitcases | 
and were tied in bundles and stored in the office, CAUSER’S secretary 
Bertha Ton IKRSKSTBIN kept the accounts of all the money brought in 
and was well-informed on the whole plan. 



Each time BIASGRO or SPITZ left on a mission the followljng 
preparations were made* the English banknotes, which were brand newJ 
were thrown on the floor and dirtied j they were then counted and tied; 
up in bundles. Care was taken to mix the notes up becaus e t hey were | 
printed on two different types of paper, BUeCKKl and Sum were ^yen 
a special ausweis for travelling in order to avoid the German controls.

The amounts viilbh SPITZ and B1.ASCHKE • brought back from | 
Holland and Belgium were worth a pproximataly 600,000 gold marks* i 
SPITZ would give the eurrency to BAtJSHR vdio in turn gave It to I 
Sturmbanafuehrer HOBTTL of Vienna or to EOlTTL’s assistant Hauptsturm» 
fuehrer IHOHIJCCH* HOITTL gavethe currency to EAITHiMBH'DinaER who 
probably passed it on to HIMfaSR or FOHK* 

HAtTSBR learned while in Berlin that Amt VI Wl was headed 
by Krlmlnalkoaissar DAHZlCmR who was also Involved in Aictlon I. | 
DARZI0KR had men placed in various parts of Germany were also l 
dealing in foreign currency and sasWKHD was in contact with these 
people, 

DAT7SER reports that Rudl BIABCHBCS was arrested in Liohten** 
stein for passing forged pound notes but that he was released later! 
when it was discovered that the notes were not fake. j 

DABSER also reports that the printing press was moved from 
Berlin and Vienna because of the boiiibings. 

In 1944 SGHWHHTi nut pressure on SPITZ to make a trip to 
Denmark to buy pounds but SPITZ managed to postpone the Journey, At 
the same time SGEWSND also ordered Enter sturmfuehrer Dr, WagBSR to 
go to Holland* WAQFSR was to be attached to the Amt VI Munich office* 
BABSIR says that he only saw WAOfSSl twice, once at Meran and again at 
Munich on his way to Holland. ! 

At the end of 1943 Amt VI Munich turned over all the | 
currency they h ad t o Vienna. DAUSIR says that he realised gradually 
that OR0SBSI-, HOITTL and IHOBIIGIf were keeping a .great deal of the | 
money for thsssselves, DAUSSS believes that they, gave the name of ! 
Unternehmen Beraard to a similar financial affair iihieh they kept 
secret from Berlin, As far as Berlin was concerned the name of the 
official ottt-renoy operation was always Aktion I,
